Riding the Wooden Horse. 


Torture on a grand scale went out 


With Felton, the assassin of Bucking- 
ham, but torture on a small scale con- 
tinued to be practiced on military of- 
fenders down to the Eighteenth century. 
The form most frequently resorted to 
was that known as the wooden horse, to 
(ride which was the punishment accorded 
for petty thefts, insubordination, and so 
on. The wooden horse was made of 
planks nailed together so as to form a 
sharp ridge or angle about eight or nine 
feet long. This ridge represented the 
back of the horse, and was supported by 
four posts or legs about five feet high, 
placed on a stand made movable by 
truckles. To complete the resemblance 
with the noblest animal in creation a 
head and tail were added. 


When a soldier was sentenced, either 


by court martial or by his commanding 
officer, to ride the horse, he was placed 
on the brute's back, with his hands tied 
behind him, and frequently enough, in 
order to increase the pain, muskets were 
fastened to his legs to weigh them down 
or, as was jocularly said, to prevent the 
fiery, untamed, barebacked steed from 
kicking him off.—London Graphic.

The Supreme Court of the-United States 


has rendered a decision in the case involv- 
ing the coustitntionahty and validity of 
the law of Pennsylvania taxing the Pull- 
man Palace Cor Company on abasia jro- 
portionate to the number oE miles of rail- 
road within the State over which the com- 
pany's car* ran compared with the total 
uumber of miles of railroad over which the 
cars are ran.

GOLD EXPORTS. 


The exports of specie from New York 


last week amounted to $7,492,000, of which 
$7,239,000 was gold ami $253,000 silver. 
The World saya the gold shipments have 
been rarely exceeded in a like period and 
they gave the boars an opportunity to turn 
things their way. It was not so much the 
amount exported that sent a chill through 
Wall Street as the mystery surrounding 
the movement and the indefluiteuesB as to 
the causes which led up to it. 


Since the close of March the; exports ot 


gold and silver approximate $25,000,000 
and many bankers arejof the opinion that 
the shipments are forced, in other word?, 
that the foreigners suffer a loss to get the 
gold and that the whole thing resolves it- 
self into an exchange operation. 


The Director of the Mint sa>s no uneasi- 


ness need be felt because of the goH ex- 
ports, as the United States has more gold 
on hand at this time than any other country. 


It is reported that the appointment of 


ex-Senator Blair us Minister to Cbioa is to 
be revoked to please the clecpot of the 
Celestial Empire and that Charles W. Pal- 
mer, President of the World's Fair, is to 
be appointed to succeed him.

iners might as well be abolished. 


He did not believe in even Supreme 


Court Justices charging "tips," given to 
palace car porters, to tie State, and be did 
not think it right that secretarys or clerks, 
or bailiffs of even the Supreme Court, 
should, in traveling, engage an entire sec- 
tion of a sleeping ear. In further proof 
that there must be some safeguard in such 
matters, Mr. Waite said that a few weeks 
ago a State official had charged for "three 
decks of playing cards and poker 'chips'," 
and the Board excluded the item. Another 
official had charged for services for himself 
and assistant in Sacramento And it had de- 
veloped that the " services " had consisted 
of the official's efforts to have lobbied 
through the Legislature an increased ap- 
propriation for his own benefit. He refused 
to even give the name of his assistant, and 
his claim was knocked out. In still another 
instance it was ascertained that a traveling 
official's "assistant," and for whom ex- 
penses were asked, was his own wife, who 
was taking u pleasure jaunt.

Waite said that he was not inclined to crit- 
icise what previous Boards of Examiners 
bave done, bat he intimated that various 
boards and officials entitled to traveling ex- 
penses will have to be a little more careful 
in the future in sending in their claims. 


The Charleston and the Itata.

They Were More Playful Than Kitten*. 


Seemed to Have a Human I*>Te for 
Fun—They Played Havoc, However, 
with Tame Animal* at First. 
Previotia to making tip conntry trips 


in South Africa I always laid in a sup- 
ply of calico dresses and pound packages 
of tea to serve as presents for the wives 
of the Boers in the outlying districts. 
Tea is used by them only in cases of sick- 
ness, and the donation of a calico dress 
is always met by an interchange of dairy 
and hen roost products. In one of my 
trips, while in the neighborhood of an 
old vrouw, finding that the larder needed 
replenishing, I jumped on nay shooting 
pony and cantered over to her house, 
followed by my Kaffir henchman "Jan- 
nary," carrying a basket containing the 
tea and dress. The noise of my pony's 
hoofs on the sunbaked earth caught the 
old lady's ears, and she inet me at the 
door with the explanation: 


'Tin so glad" yon have comet" 
"Why?" 
"Because I have a pair of young lions, 
for you." 


"Where are they?' 
"Knocking about the honse some- 
where." 


I immediately dismounted, handing 


the reins to January, started indoors, 
and finally brought up in the kitchen, 
where I found the whelps asleep on the 
hearth. On asking how they were capt- 
ured aho informed me that some two 
weeks previous her son had shot a 
lioness, and, finding her in milk, hunted 
around until he picked up the youngsters^ 
I immediately bargained for them with 
the understanding that they were to be 
given all the milk they would drink, not 
teased, and kept until my return, some 
three months ahead. The tea and dress 
were then produced, and January had to 
enlist tho services of one of the farm 
Kaffirs to assist in carrying to tljp wagons 
the butter and eggs which were received 
in exchange. 


On my return I found the cubs had 


been partially weaned, which was fort- 
unate, as it would have been impossibla 
to get fresh milk for them daily. Taking 
them in my anna I started toward iny 
cart, which had been driven tip in front 
of the house, for the purpose of throwing 
them on my bod; but tho oxen bolted'On 
catching scent of them, and it required 
a deal of patience before they would al- 
low them to be loaded. 


On coming up with my train of wag- 


ons, loaded with antelope, guns, etc., the 
cart was prudently kept some distance 
in the rear, for fear of a stampede of the 
teams, and it was fully a week before 
the oxen became thoroughly accustomed 
to lion odor.

traveling lolling about on my bed, which 
I shared with them at night, but as soon 
as we stopped and the oxen were turned 
loose for grazing their heads would be 
thrust out from the front of the cart 
waiting to be lifted out, so that they 
could have their customary game of 
romps with the dogs and myself. 


We had reached the more thickly set- 


tled portion of the country when one 
day, just as we were outspanning, a 
couple of young Boers cantered up to 
the wagons, one of whom carried a fine 
chacma seated behind him. On dis- 
mounting the reins wero handed to tho 
baboon, who had seated himself just in 
front of tho horses, and I started for the 
cart in search of the "square rigger"— 
i. e., gin flask—in order to pave tho way 
to purchasing the baboon. 


On reaching it tho heads of both 


whelps appeared, expecting to bo lifted 
out, as was customary. On catching 
sight of them tho baboon gave a scream, 
the horses a snort of terror, and each one 
took a separate path across the veldt, 
followed by a pair of blaspheming Boers. 
I saved my gin, but lost tho chance of 
buying a fine chacma, and sulkily re- 
fused to join in the usual frolic. 


The trip homo was mado without far- 


ther incident, and on arriving the young- 
Bters were allowed the run of the house, 
but at night they would persist in shar- 
ing my bed with me. After having been 
nearly smothered by a trick which they 
had of lying across my face, I finally 
compromised matters by arranging a cot 
alongside my bed with a stout wire 
screen intervening. 


Of course the arrival of the young 


lions v, as soon noised about, and I did 
not Lu.': company, especially on Sunday 
afternoons, when my establishment re- 
seniblt ^ a miniature zoological garden, 
and tlio fe-nale whelp seemed to select 
just sitcii occasions to play pranks on the 
bipeds of her own sex.
